ITALIAN FIRST 
IN MARATHON 


Dorando, of Italy, Ran a Great Race 


---Hayes, American, Second--- 
Wins On a Protest. 


London, July 24—The greatest event 
of the Olympiad, the Marathon race, 


was run this afterncoa fom Windsor 


Castle to the Stadium here, and was 
won by Dorando, of Italy. Hayes, of 
the United States, was second, and 
Hefferon, of South Africa, who went 
to that country with one of the Uana 
dian contingents during the Boer war, 
was third, The failure of either the 
Canadian or British runners to win 
this, the most coveted of the classic 
events, was a keen disappointment, it 
having been accepted as a foregone 
conelusion tnat the race would be won 
hy some one of the entries from with- 
in the Empire, Longboat, the Indian. 
who was looked upon as the most seri- 
ous competitor for the honors in this 
Tace, gave up in the twentieth mile 
after leading and setting a strong 
ace. He claimed that he had injured 
his leg. The time of the race was 
slow, being 2 hours 54 minutes and 36 
seconds, 
United States Will Protest, 

America wiil make a formal protest 
on the victery being awarded to Do- 
rande, the Italian. The protest i+ 
based on the well sustained charge 
that Dorando collapsed 200 yards be- 
fore the finish, and was carried across 
the line by enthusiastic spectators. 
Americans charge further that Doran- 
do would not have been able to finish 
without assistance. 

When Dorando crossed the line some 
one set up the cry “Hefferon wins!” 
and in an instant pandemonium reign- 
ed, everyone thinking the South Afri- 
can the winner, When the Italian flag 
was flung to the peak of the flagstaff 
4 mighty cheer went up. Sherring, of 
Canada, held the record. In 1906 he 
made the Marathon course from Mar- 
athon to Athens in 2 hours 5! minutes 
31 3-5 seconds, 

The race today was one of the most 
splendid exhibitions ever witnessed 
upon an athletic field, The entire 
route was lined with cheering crowds. 
From the time the runners started 
out of the Royal Garden surrounding 
Windsor Castle until they reached the 
Stadium, the line was one continua! 
ovation. But the runners had no time 
to harken to the applause,

Crown Prince Starts Race. 

The Crown Prince of Sweden started 
the race at Windsor Castle at 2.3? 
o'clock this afternoon. Sixty-two 
thousend people lined the early stages 
of the course. Wood scratched in the 
first mile, Clark led and Burn of Cal- 
gary was second, In the fourth mil 
Jack was leading by forty yards with 
Price second and Duncan close up, 

This morning al! interest was di- 
rected to the great Marathon race. 
Between seventy and eighty runners, 
the most superb group of athletes the 
world has to offer, gathered at — the 
King’s garden at the start, The jam 
of spectators at the starting point 
made jit a necessity for extra police- 
men to hold back the peop within 
the lines, 

As the athletes crowded the starting 
ae a mighty cheer went up. Eng- 
ish sportsmen and Yankee admirers 
forgot for the moment their differences 
as they looked upon the splendid ath- 
Jetes ready for the pi.tol crack, 

Care was taken ty get the course 
as much like that between the City of 
Athens and Marathon as possible. 
The first section of the course was lev- 
el, but. nine miles fom the start the 
hilly portion cormmences, The coun- 
tries represented were Austria, Austra 
lia, Belgium, England, America, Bo- 
hemia, Canada, Denmark, Finland, 
Germany, Greece, Holland, Hungary, 
Italy, Russia, South Africa and Swe- 
den. 

Permitted To Race. 

The Canadians were much pleased 
when told that Dongboat, the Indian 
runner, would be allowed to start. 
The Americans had threatened to re- 
fuse to start in case he was allowed 
to participate, but when the — time 
came they took their places in the 
race, 

The Course was 26 1-3 miles from 
Windsor Castle to the Stadium, When 
the Crown Prince of Sweden gave the 
word to start at 2.33 p.m,, the Eng- 
dish, American and South African run- 
ners were bunched. Longboat forged 
to the front, setting a gruelling pace. 
Three miles on the way Jack contend- 
ed with Longboat for first place, and 
for a space led the Canedian. He was 
ploughing heavily along, thirty yards 
in advance of his nearest rival, The 
Indian gradually dropped back to 
about tenth place, but still maintain- 
ed the same easy stride. He was un- 
affected by the methods of his compe- 
titors.

Since 1906---The Figures 
Since 1882. 


The weather of the present week has 
been the hottest of the past year and the 
registration of yesterday, eighty-cight de- 
xrees, was the hottest since 1906. The 
heat, however, was not so oppressive as 
the previous day as a strong breeze was 
blowing most ofthe time. Edmonton wea- 
ther has never been oppressive, the tack 
of humidity in the atmosphere making 
the hot weather more bearable than ir 
the east or at the Coast. The following 
table of the hottest record in each year, 
which was always in July has been com- 
piled by Mr. Harrison Young who has 
kindly furnished it to the Bulletin,

While the heat may be the cause of 

a little discomfort in the city, it is 
just the kind of weather required to 
mature the magnificent crop throughout 
the country. Some weeks ago it was 
feared that the great amount of rain 
would produce too rank a growth and 
that if the wet weather continued the 
crop would be late in ripening. The fine 
hot dry weather of July has set these 
fears at rest, and has ensured an early 
and abundant harvest. Reports from the 
country are to the effect that the hot 
weather is ripening the grain very fast, 
while the cool nights counteract its in- 
fluence to the extent of preventing any 
damage from the grain not filling out 
properly, Hot dry weather is what is 
wanted for a few weeks longer to ensure 
the greatest crop harvested in any coun- 
try in the world,

country was against the removal of 
the Canadian embargo. There is no 
reason, adds Lord Carrington, to sup- 
pose that Canada can jake offence at 
the policy ,which does not violate the 
imperial principles of protection, 
which the Canadians themselves have 
throughout the empire. 


MOVE FOR W. J. BRYAN 


Republican Labor Men Say National 
Federation is Not a Political Or- 
ganization, but They Fear to Open- 
iy Oppose Head of National Feder- 
ation. 


Chicago, July  23—Considerable 
trouble is in store for President Samucl 
Gompers, of the American Federation 
of Labor, according to local labor lead- 
ers, because of his enthusiastic deelar- 
ation in favor of Bryan's cause, There 
are few members of the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor who care to brave the 
wrath of the national federation head 
by openly opposing Mr. Gompere, al- 
though many of them have expressed 
private opinions on the subject which 
are nit exactly in accordance with 
his views. 

Their theory generally is that the 
federation is net a political organiza- 
tion rnd that Me. Gompers as presi- 
dent of that body was unwise in offici- 
ally espousing the cause of any partic: 
ular “candidate. ; : 

Furthermore, there is dissatisfaction 
among the Republican members of 
local labor organisations at the pros- 
pect of tederation organizers, travelling 
on expense money furnished by them- 
selves, acting as Bryan épellbinders. 

Strong Union Oppeses Bryan. 

The Longshoremen’s association, a 
union with moré than 30,000 member: 
already has expressed itself as opposed 
to the candidacy of Mr. Bryan, believ- 
ing that it would get better treatinent 
irom a Republican administration than 
from a Democratic udministration with 
Bryan at its head. 

Daniel J. Keete, president of the or- 
ganization and prominent jn the work 
oi the national labor organization, was 
not in Chicago yesterday, but he pre- 
viously has expressed himself as be- 
ing friendly to Mr. Taft, His associ- 
ates say that he will not express him- 
self on Mr, Gompers’ action in pub- 
lie.

say that he favored Mr, Taft's candi- 
dacy and would permit no labor leader 
to dictate his political views.

Scores Democratic Promises. 

George Wacey, of the Stereoty pers’ 
union, could not find words strong en- 
ough to express his contempt for the 
promises held in the Democratic plat- 
form, which apparently had called 
forth Mr. Gompers’ expressions of ap- 
proval, 

“They're all rot,” said he. “These 
promises won't amount to a whit more 
than previoue promises Of a like na- 
ture. I have lost faith in them and I 
don’t believe that anybody takes them 
seriously. 1 can't see why we should 
permit ourselves to be led to vote for 
a candidate just because of such agree- 
ments as these. No labor unions are 
going to be delivered in this way,”’ 

Equally strong were the expressions 
of other labor unionists, whe look upon 
their political views as a thing apart 
trom their union cards. An official 
of the street car men’s organisation 
declared that no member of that union 
would be influenced by Mr, Gompers’ 
stand any more than he would by that 
f any other fellow unionist, 

Urges Individual Rights. ‘ 

“Mr. Gompers’ views only are his 
own,” said this man. “Every man in 
every local in the American Federation 
of Labor has the same right, however, 
to his views. I do aot believe that 
there will be any attempt to deliver 
the unions as organizations or the 
members as individuals to Mr. Bryan.” 

It was suggested that Samuel Prince, 
organizer for the American Federation 
of Labor, who now is in Detroit agitat- 
ing against Mr. Gompere because of 
his stand in favor of Bryan, probably 
would come to Chicago. It is likely 
that with Organizer Prince in Chicago 
the low mutterings that now are being 
heard would attain far greater mo- 
mentum and some official action might 
be taken.

TAFT’S ACCEPTANCE SPEECH. 


Has Received Roosevelt's Sanction 
and is Now Ready.

MUHDERED FIVE PRSONS. 
Confession of a Georgia Negro Betore 
His Execution. 


Clarksburg, W. Va., July 23—Frank 
Johnson, a negro, who was hanged at 
the Moundsville penitentiary about 6 
o'clock this evening for the murder of 
Mrs, Bulah Martin, colored, it is said, 
made a startling confession to his min- 
isters in which he admits murdering five 
porsons, Following is a list of his alleg- 
ed victims: Unknown man in 1896 at 
Blossburg, Alabama; Edith Hannah, 18 
South Peoria street, Chicago, 1904; Blue 
of Shippensville, Pa,, in 1906; unknown 
woman in 182 South Seventh street, Steu- 
henvillle, Ohio, Nov, 16, 1907; Mrs, Bu- 
lah Martin, colored, of Gypsey, W. Va., 
in March, 1908, 

In his confession Jolinson says his 
real name is Edward Walton and that 
he was bora in Georgia. The crime for 
which Jotnson was hanged today was 
commmitted at Gypsy, near here, last 
March. After shooting Mrs. Martin, who 
had refused to elope with him, Johnson 
excaped to the hills followed by a posse 
numbering 400. Barricading himself in 
an old barn, Johnson defied arrest for 
two days, and in that time shot and ser- 
iously injured three of the posse. The 
negro was only captured when he learn- 
ed the posses intneded to blow up the 
barn with dynamite

Everybody Was Pleased. 

The visiting party was highly pleased 
with the entertainment provided, and 
were loud in thir praise of the recep- 
tion they had met with throughout 
their journey, They had enjoyed them- 
selves immensely, the weather had been 
ideal throughout the trip every hospi- 


tality had been extended to them and 
they were highly pleased. 
W. E. Saston, editor of the Daily 


Gazette of Stillwater, Minnesota, a dean 
of the profession in the State, was 


among the most deeply interested of 
the visitors. He was one of the party 
that made the journey through the 


Canadian west ten years ago, und he 
described the changes that had taken 
place in the decade as simply marvel- 
lous. The wonderment began at Win- 
nipeg. Mr. Easton says no one who 
had not seen it could possibly realize 
the growth of the Manitoba metropolis. 
The citizens of Minnesota were used 
to rapid urban growth, but he doubted 
if any city in the Western States could 
show anything like the development of 


Winnipeg. Ten years ago there was 
no Canadian Northern to carry — the 
scribes to Edmonton, The journey to 
that city was via Calgary, with the 
double-back contingency attached. The 
towns that had sprung up along that 
line were a revelation and the evi- 
dence of prosperity on every hand 


were striking indeed, 
The Calgary of 1898.

HOMESTEAD ENTRIES INCREASE. 
For Five Months’ Total Was 10,592, 
Increase of Almost 1,000. 


Ottawa, July 23,—Statisties of the 
Labor Department show a distinct 
improvement in industrial conditions 
during June , There were thirteer 
trade disputes recorded, as compared 
with sixteen during the preceding 
month, and forty during June, 1907. 
Thirty firms and 506 employees were 
involved and the loss of working days 
was 82,522, as compared with 130,165 
in May last year, 

The figures issued by the Interior 
Department show that in the last five 
months 10,592 homestead entries wera 
taken out in Western Canada, an in- 
crease of 922 over the corresponding 
period last year. Respective nation- 
alities were: Americans, 736; British, 
394: Onterioans next with 33%, 

The railway cominission does not 
propose to give a ruling regarding 
passengers’ right to sit in front of 
open care, but instead has addressed 
a circular letter to traction companies, 
requesting them to forbid motor men 
talking to passengers. Since the acc!- 
dent on the Ottawa-Britannia line, in

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS, 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces excepting 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be homesteaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or mate 
over 18 years of age, tu ihe ealeut ol ono 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency ; 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er oy sister of an intending homesteader. 

Au application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
oftice may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such ap- 
plication is to have riority and the land 
will be held unti! the necessary papers to 
cone hae the transaction are received by 
mat, 

In case of “persduation” or fraud tho 
applicant will forfeit all priority of claim 
or if entry bas been granted it willl be 
cancelled. 

An application for cancellation must be 
made in person. The applicant must he 
eligible for homestead entry and no other 
‘application will be received from an in- 
dividuai until that application has been 
disposed of 

Whore an entry is cancelled subsequent 
to institution for cancellation proceedings 
the applicant for cancellation will be en- 
titled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state in 
what particulars the homesteader is in 
default, 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favor of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligible 
but to no one else, on filing declaration of 
abandonment. 

Duties. A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow. 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six month's residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 


(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
sir perform the required residence du- 
ties by living oh farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (60) 
ecres in extent, in the vicinity of

homestead. Joint ownership of tand will; 
not meet this requirement. 

If the father, (or mother, if tho father 
is deceased) of a homesteader has per- | 
manent residence on farniing land owned | 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) | 
acres in extent, in tho vicinity of the 
homestead or upon a homestead entered 
for by him in the vicinity, such home- 
steader may perform his own residence | 
duties by living with the father (or | 
wiother), 

(4) The term ‘vicinity’? in the 
preceding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclus.ve of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in the measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above, while living wih parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district of 
such intention. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice in 
writing to the Commissioner of Dominion | 
Lands at Ottawa of his intention two do 
50.

“Por the protection ef our ecast we 
need fortitications not merely to pro- 
tect the salient points of our posses- 
siom, but so that the navy can be 
foot loose, A year ago at the time it 
Was announced that the fleet was to go 
abroad, there was a certain number 
of newspapers, especially in my own 
city of New York, that raised’a clam- 
oreus protest against it, It took at 
one time the form of a mistaken pro- 
phesy tv the effect that the fleet would 
not be allowed to go around the world, 
and these iriends agreed to let it go 
around the world would leave New 
York defenceless in the event of 
war, ‘he theory evidently was that 
the fleet or a portion of it would be 
used especially to protect New York 
and other cities in’ the event of war. 
If war comes at any time in the future 
that administration in which it comes 
will indeed be guilty of folly if they 
use the fleet to protect any port, Let the 
a he protected by the fortifications, 

¢ fleet must be foot loose to search out 
and destroy the enemys fleet. That is 
th only function. that can justify the 
fleet's existence, and that funetion can- 
snot exist in the case of such a vidiculous 
fleet as the fleet would be if it were 
enly possible to use it for coast de 
fence purposes. 

“We have taken the Phillipines, but 
if we had act taken them not a particle 
of difierence would be made as regards 
the needs of our naval policy. There 
has been a division among this people 
as to taking the Philippines. 

“The Munro doctrine, unbacked — by 
@ navy, is an empiy boast, and there 
exists but few more contemptible char 
actors, individual or national, than the 
man or nation who boasts and when 
the buast is whallenged, fails to make 
good, If we intend to claim to be a 
great nation, then we must fit ourselves 
so that we may be ready at need to 
make good that claim. That can only be 
done by building up and. maintaining 
the highest point of efficiency of the 
United States navy. There is a curious 
corollary to what I am just saying if 
we really make good the claim, the 
chances are infinitely «mall that it will 
be necessary to do so, But constituted 
as this people is, if we did, not have a 
foreign possession, if we abandoned the 
Monroe doctrine, if we handed over to 
some other power the Panama canal, it 
would still be necessary for us to have a 
navy--a strong, fighting navy. 

Must Be First, Class. 

“We do not want any navy atsall if 
it is not a first class one, and such a 
navs wilh be necessary for us just o 
long as we demand the ;ight to admin- 
ister our national affairs as we think 
best. Now, it is our undoubted right to 
eay what people, what persons, shall 
come to this country to live, to work, to 
become citizens, 

“The theory’ of certain of our fel- 
low citizens that we can permanently 
follow a policy of pence insult os 


erroneous, We must stand up for our 
rights firmly, but  temperately and 
courteously and with all possible re- 


spect, mot merely fou the rights, but for 
the feelings of others. 

“lt is absolutely necessary that if 
we claim for ourselves the right to 
choose who shall come here, we shall be 
in trim to aphold that right if any pow- 
er challenges it ,and it cannot be upheld 
by a coast defence navy. It can be up- 
held only by the possession of an efficient 
fighting navy, a navy to preserve the 
honor and the interest of the United 
States, not by inviting attack on our 
shores, and then seeing if we can not re- 
pel it, but by taking «uch action as 
will guarantee us against our shores be 
ing attacked.”

HISTORY OF WEST 


Indications Point to Record Crop. 
Problems of Labor and Transporta- 
t are New U t in the 
i of the Farmers.—Will 
4 Railways Fall Down. 


Winnipeg, July 23.—The interest of 
the commercial community in the wel- 
fare of the wheat crop increases as 
the time for harvesting draws appre- 
ciably nearer, and every factor which 
bears upon the situation is closely 
scrutinized. It has been admitted all 
along that cenditions have been ideal 
for the development of the grait, and 
that the whole season has been emin- 
ently satisfactory. The drawbacks 
from which the crop has saffered — in 
previous years have scarcely been 
noticed so far, and the whole west 
has been Alled with enthusiasm over 
theyoutlook. It is natural, however, 
that as the time of maturity ap. 
proaches the concern in some quarters 
should grow, and it is on this account 
fhat nervousness occasionally shows 
itself. Last year there was abun 
dant cause for a feeling of unrest and 
the disturbing influences grew strong- 
er as the season advanced There is 
at the present time decidedly little or 
no fear of unvoward developments, 
and it is difficult to admit that any 
basis for worry exists 
But as long as human nature is hu- 
man nature, there will be some per- 
sons who will indulge in misgivings 
as to crop prospects, Tt is these men 
who are first to give serious attention 
to crop scares, and the tendency is to 
employ greater industry in cireulatine 


unfavorable news when the material 
available for that purpose is flimsy 
and unreliable The possible in- 


fluence upon the maeket for grain is 
not forgotten in these campaigns. 
Flurries in prices of wheat, for in- 
stance, are gpt to oceur as the grain 
begins to head out and to give a de- 
finite indicationn of yield. It may be 
expected, therefore, that the remain. 
der of July, and probably the early 
days of August, will see many flue 
tuations on the exchanges, based on 
developments in the fields, 
Promise of Excellent Yields. 

Up to the present time, as has been 
said, everything has been satisfactory 
and the growing grain has given 
promise of excellent yields, The 
month of June was particularly favor 
able in that it brought an abundant 
upply of moisture, and thereby pro- 
tected the crop from possible damage 


by drought When Dominion Day 
came the prayer which arose from 
hundreds of districts was for warm 


weather to dry up the surface of the 
soil and enable the grain to make pro- 
gress towards the heading-out stage 
The warm weather has come, and for 
the past three weeks the greater part 
of the prairie country has enjoyed 
bright sunshine. Expressions of 


gratitude and thankfulness for the 
magnificent weather conditions have 
been heard, but the unadimity has 


not been maintained. 
Critical Stages Coming. 

If perfection should be reached in 
regard to the conditions of soil, wea- 
ther and skill incultivation, it is mot 
unreasonable to suppose that the west 
of spring wheat to the acre. Perfee 
tion has not been attained yet, and is 
not likely to be for some years 
Little mishaps will oceur inn indivi 
dual localities, and the 
chance will also interfere with — the 
results of all farming operations, The 
main object of a study of crop condi- 
fiens is to determine how far the un- 
favorable factors exert an influence in 
bringing down the average produe- 
tion, It may be repeated that the 
season of 1904 has been distinetly 
favorable in regard to the growth o 
all grains, and every development 
which has taken place so far has in- 
dicated that the average yield will be 
one ef th largest, if not the largest, 
in the history of the country. 

Labor and Transportation, 

The attitude with which the west 
regards the crop, entlook may be 
judged from the fact that the old-time 
concern with respect to the supply of 
labor for harvesting operations and 
the supply of cars for marketing the 
crop is being heard once more. Those 
who predict a yield of 100,000,000 
busheks of wheat for this year realize 
that an army of mea from Eastern 
Canada will be required to assist the 
farmers in saving the grain, and they 
ar’ filled with anxiety lest the de- 
mand for help should greatly exceed 
the supply, as hes been the case ii 
several precedi g seasons The

No one can oud the stories of hor- 
tible crimes against women and of 
murderous assaults upon rien that 
now appear so frequently in the 
press without feeling that a thor- 
ough reorganization of the system 
of policing rural Ontario is long 
everdue, and that the breakdown of 
the rural constabulary is complete 
and final, The despatch from Mount 
Vorest which appears below is typi- 
cat, A farmer's wife, alone in the 
house, goes to the barn and is at 
tacked and beaten, probably fatally, 
by a tramp who had been lurking 


there. The hired man, with com- 
mendable courage, followed the 
scoundrel! into the woods, but after 


a fight, he got away, That he ever 
will be arrested is too much to lope 
for, 

The Globe believes that Ontario ts 
wealthy enough to keep a body of 
20 mounted men continually patrol- 
ling the main highways of the Prov- 
ince. They could be in hourly tele- 
Phonic touch with headquarters 
and immediately after such an oe- 
currence a description of the fugi 
tive could be spread by them along 
évery leading highway of Ontario. 
At present the county constables, no 
Matter how clever they may be in- 
dividually, have no organization 
and no real responsibility to supe- 
rior officers, They are paid chiefly 
by fees, which is a survival of medi 
aovalisin that cannot teo soon be 
abolished, It is more profitable to 
day to catch a speeding automobilist 


not sufficient to be felt in any appre- 
clable degree in the task that will 
be before them, The demand, there- 
fore, is that the provincial and Do- 
minon governments should do 
something. Unfortunately, the ae- 
tion the governments should take is 
not indicated, Presumably it ix de- 
sired that they should provide cars 
and locomotives, «mee it is declared 
that there shoula be available twice 
as many cars pnd twice as many lo 
comotives as «re now in sight, This 
goes to indicate that there is an idea 
prevalent cut west that cars and 
locomotives grow on the mulberry 
bushes, ard that all that is required 
totmake them available for instant 
use is that the governments In ques- 
tion should stand up and roar, the 
railwey companies will sign a few 
cheques and, presto, any farmer may 
drive down to the nearest railway 
station and find an empty car await- 
ing him as a storehouse for his 
grain, There is probably some truth 
in the assertion that a great many 
farmers will be in a desperate hurry 
to market their grain, the necessity 
for ready cash being greater than 
usual, and, money being difficult to 
obtain without making delivery of 
grain. It is undoubtedly true that 
the railways will not be able to 
move all the grain offering in a 
month, especially if the offering in 
month, especially if the harvest is 
as heavy as it promises to be. That 
condition will always exist during 
the fall rush for the reason that no 
railway can afford to provide enough 
rolling stock at a moment the great 
est possible rush demands, Freight 
cars and locomotives are costly, and 
their maintenance, whether they are 
working or not, runs into a pretty 
penny annually. No farmer would 
consider the proposition of keeping 
an extra team of horses the year 
round so that he would have an ex- 
tra team to draw grain to the eleva- 
tor during one week of the year, He 
ould not afford it, any more than 
the railway company can afford to 
maintain a car in idleness for a year 
so that it will be on hand to haul a 
single load of grain to Fort William 
Port Arthur, The West should 
exercise some senet 
tions of the railways. There is no 
one else so deeply interested in ite 
welfare, and they will do all they

FORESTRY WORK. 


The forestry braneh of the depart- 
ment of the interior deals only with 
forestry, work on lands belonging to the 
Dominion government, and hence its 
work is confined to Manitoba, Sas- 
katehewan, Alberta and the “railway 
belt” in British Columbia.

The system of fire protection on Do- 
minion lands is similar to that in use 
in the provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bee, in ‘that rangers are employed to 
patrol the forests, put out incipient 
fires and employ assistance when the 
fire is too large for them to handle 
alone. They also post fire notices and 
instruct the settlers as to the danger 
from fires, the care necessary in guard- 
ing fires, and similar points, and en- 
to secure their assistance and 
Thies last is not the least 
important part of © their duties. On 
timber lands under license, one-hali 
the cost of ranging is paid by the gov- 
ernment and half by the lessee on 
lands not under license the government 
pays the whole expense 

The Dominion forest reserves were 
set aside by act of parliament in 1906, 
and cover an aggregate area of 5,400 
square miles in Manitoba, Saekatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia. 
The forest survey work on these is now 
in its fourth eeason, having been begun 
in 19%. Such surveys of the Turtle 
Mountain, Man., and Moose Moun- 
jtain, Sask,, reserves have been com- 
pleted. That of the Riding Mountain, 
Man., reserve is now in its third sea- 
son, but as the reserve covers an area 
of over 1,500 equare miles, the work is 
one of considerable magnitude.

Twenty-Five Workmen Drowned in 
Switzerland Tunnel. 

Berne, Switzerland, July 24—Twenty- 
five men were killed today in an accid- 
ent at Lechtchbery tunnel in the Ber- 
nese, Alps.
